REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

10. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations, wherein said secondary operating system is installed on said second of 
said plurality of partitions of said data storage device only upon said primary operating system 
being installed on said first of said plurality of partitions of said data storage device and while 
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the primary operating system is in a non-running static state as substantially recited in 
independent claims 1,6, 14 and 15. 

The closest cited prior arts, the combination of Watanabe (U.S. 6,763,458) and 
Chrabaszcz (U.S. 6,138,179) teaches a method of installing an operating system. However, the 
combination of Watanabe (U.S. 6,763,458) and Chrabaszcz (U.S. 6,138,179) fails to teach 
wherein said secondary operating system is installed on said second of said plurality of partitions 
of said data storage device only upon said primary operating system being installed on said first 
of said plurality of partitions of said data storage device and while the primary operating system 
is in a non-running static state as substantially recited in independent claims 1, 6, 14 and 15; and 
as pointed out by the applicant's remarks/arguments filed on 02/14/2005 on pg. 21, par. 2 to pg. 
23, par. 3.
